He was born at Wilton in 1813.

The first 18 years of his life were spent 
at home. Then he began life for him- 
self, hiring out to a farmer for $4 per 
month, fterwards he engaged with 
a carpenter as an apprentice and after 
serving his full time he launched out 
as a full-fledged builder. In August, 
1836, he came to Napanee where he 
started’ in. business manufacturin 

fanning \mills; from that he turne 

his busikess’ into a sash and door 





(factory and later commenced the 
manfacture of furniture, and from a 
modest beginning it has assumed its 
present prosperous position and is, at 
yresent, Napanee’s largest and only 
industry. 

While of late years he has not been 
able to take anv active part in its 
management he was always deeply in- 
terested in its affairs and was _ privi- 
leged to see it grow to become one of 
the best furniture manufacturing es- 
tablishments in Eastern Ontario. 

The deceased was a total abstainer 
and used his influence wherever prac- 
ticable to.further the cause of temper- 

,ance. In politics Mr. Gibbard was a 

| staunch reformer and was one of the 

; men instrumental in bringing out Sir 
Richard Cartwright in this county.

| church, being converted in early life. 
The funeral took place from his late 

residence on Tuesday afternoon to the 

Western Methodist Church, where a 

large number of friends gathered to 

pay their last respects to the remains 
of ‘**Napanee’s grand old man.”

‘Ihe bait is barley 
ond the bird, completely blinded by the 
cap which slings so tightly to its head, 
falls an easy victim to man or cog. 

In an open field you will often see 
small pieces of brushwood stuck into the 
ground at intervals. These are set by 
the keeper for the purpose of hooking 
up the nets of night poachers for part- 
ridges. Partridges roost upon the 
ground, and by means of a long, light 
net dragged across the grass by two rmen 
a whele covey is often captured at one 
swoop. This form of poaching is only 
possible on a dark night, and at such a 
time the poachers cannuel, of course, see 
the branches, and therefore they get their 
nets entangled in them. But some have 
nowadays taken to lining the ground side 
af their nets with some stiff glaced stuff. 
A net so protected will slide over most 
obstacles.

“IT would advise that no person be ar- 
rested on the charge of inloxicution. un- 
less it is for the person’s own prolectian 
er fur the protection of another or dis- 
furbing the peace or the quiet of the city. 
Also whenever the person under the in- 
fluence resides on vour post or udjoining 
the same. tuke him to his home and re- 
port the facts. 

“This procedure is nat to apply to any 
offence of a serious nature, or to per- 
sistent violators. in which case the arrest 
is to be made, Neither is the svstern of 
giving a caution or warning to be made 
an excuse for fuiling to properly attend 
‘o complaints or the proper enforement 
of the laws and ordinances, but it is to 
he used in the spirit defined.” 

Officers and patrolmen were admon- 
ished to be particularly careful not to 
form hasty conclusions, and officers in 
charge of station houses were ordered 
tc. keep a complete record of all offend- 
ers, anl in each morning’s report to fur- 
nish his captain with*the total number 
of warnings given and the number of 
persons released.

Many cf the 
smaller organs were a chaos of entang- 
ling cords and fatty substances. 

How Judge MekKeighan lived wilh 
such strange transposition of the ma- 
chinery of his body appears marvel- 
cus.

Whether he was born with his organs 
y abnormal pasitions or they were 
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I rut in this state through discase or 
some freak of nature is not known, 
Judge McKeighan lived to be sixty-six 
yeurs old, and was considered ane of 
the ablest lawyers in St. Louis.

Nay, speaking for myself, 
and entertaining the views | personal- 
ly entertain upon the question of in- 
terference with provincial legislation 
by His Excellency in Council, I would 
almost go to the length of saying that 





unless it could beclearly seen that in} 


legislating upon a particular subject a 
provincial Jegislature bad overstepped 
the limits of the jurisdiction which is 
conferred by section 92 of the British 
North America Act, upon proviucial 
legislatures, there ought not to be in- 
terference with their legislation by 
His Excellency in Council. I can as- 
ure my hon. friend that the most an- 
xious consideration was given not 
merely to the particular chapters of 
the volume of legislation from the 
legislature of Saskatchewan to which 
he has referred, but to every chapter 
and to every clause contained within 
the two covers of the bound book, in 
which those statutes appear.” 

This disposed of Mr. Lavergne and 
his contention. 


No Complaint from Minority. 


After some remarks from Mr. Ber- 
geron, Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that 
from the day the legislation was pass- 
ed until the present time, there has 
never come from the province of Sas- 
katchewan to the government a single 
word of complaint against it. The

Written characters of Chinese are, 
however, understood and recognized 
by sight throughout the whole empire 
in the same manner as our Arabic nu- 
merals 1, 2, 3, 4, ete., are recognized 
by the eye throughout Europe, But as 
these numerals when pronounced ‘or 
read have entirely different sounds at- 
tached to them:in England, France, 
Germany, Italy, ete., so the Chinese 
written characters are spoken in to- 
tally different words and sounds in 
the several provinces of China, with, 
however, the important exception that 
the mandarin language is spoken or 
understood more or less throughout 
three-fourths of China or, roughly 
speaking, in nearly all the provinces 
north and west of the river Yangtze. 

The language known as Wen-li is the 
medium by which the classical books 
of China have been handed down. It 
is par excellence the written language 
of China, but it is not generally under- 
stood by the great mass of the people. 
The spoken language—viz, Mandarin— 
may also be written, and there is a 
good deal of colloquial literature in 
Mandarin. Versions of the Bible in the 
local patois have also been produced in 
several districts of the southeast, 
where the dialects are very numerous 
and diverse.

EARTHWORMS. 


They Can Move About Only When thé 
Ground Is Damp. 

Ever since Darwin. wrote his remark- 
able book on earthworms the general 
public has taken an interest in thé 
lowly creatures. Everybody has ob- 
served thousands of them on the ce 
ment walks during and after a rain, 
but the true cause of these remarkable 
wanderings is not cften written about. 
The fact is that earthworms can move 
about only when the ground and the 
grass are wet. The truth of this is eas- 
ily shown by placing an earthworm on 
some dry sand, when the dry grains 
will stick to its slimy skin and make it 
helpless, 

All living creatures are endowed 
with the instinct to move and spread 
over the earth. Human beings, higher 
animals and birds prefer to move 
about in fair weather. To the earth- 
worm and other lowly creatures, like 
frogs, salamanders, slugs and land 
snails, rainy days are the only fair 
days for traveling. When the sun 
comes out and dries the roads and the 
meadows, they withdraw into their 
hiding places. As earthworms cannot 

clearly, they crawl about in an 
aimless sort of way. If they happen to 
get on a board or cement walk, when 
sky clears they soon die and shrive!

When a dry season or winter ap- 
proaches, the earthworms burrow deep- 
er into the ground. At a depth varying 
from six inches to two feet each worm 
coils up into a little ball. By afd of 
Becreted slime it makes a case of dirt 
round itself, and in this state it re- 
mains dormant until abundant rains or 
the spring thaws call it back to a more 
active life.

lave learned that few are the cooked 
Vegetables which may not be made into 
an acceptable salad and that there are 
more green things whieh are good with 
a French dressing than we would ever 

The housekeeper who 
draw upon need never 
an acceptable salad. 

To the woman who has not had much 
experience in this line I would say: 
Never be afraid to make experiments. 
By this I do not mean that you are to 
gather your green things at random. Be 
gure that they are wholesome and pleas- 
ing to the taste and thcn go ahead. 
Study new combinations. You will find 
you will put together with success vege- 
tables and fruits and meats you had 
never imagined would be satisfactory 
in combination. Bear in mind that while 
there are some things which will not 
mix, there are many more that will, 
and that, given a little culinary sense 
and a perception of the fitness of things, 
you will have little trouble and much 
glory if you open novel paths in salad- 
inaking. 

For hot weather green, salads are 
especially desirable and have the 
prime recommendation of cheapness 
as well as wholesomeness. The fol- 
lowing are worth trying: 


Young Beets and Peas. 


Select young beets of uniform size, 
boll and peel them. Out of the cen- 
ter of each cut a round or a square, 
making a sort of basket or box of 
each one. (The piece removed may 
be put away for another sort of sal- 
ad.) When the-beets are cold, fill 
them with boiled green place 
each beet on a curled lettuce leaf and 
with French dressing.

Adventures \ith Beasts That Had Ter- 
rorized an African Bridge 
Builder’s Camp.

Cut Stems With Knife to Insure Supply 


of Moisture to Leaves. 

“Very few persons understand the art 
of keeping flowers,’ says a florist, “and 
vet by a littl: attention flowers may be 
rept fresh for three or four times as long 
i> peuple expect them to slay in youd 
condition, 

“The matter is simple enough. It is 
merely a question of temperature and 
tucisture. Roses, for example, are grown 
atu high termperatuce in the greenhouses 
end ure then generally spoiled by ll 
treatment after they have been cut. 
Grown in @ temperature of 65 to 75 de- 
grees, they are pluced in) an icebox, 
Vv. bere the thermometer stands at about 
40 Then when sold they are taken into 
n dining or ball room, where the tem- 
perature is 75 or 80. Of course they wilt 
in @ few hours, sometimes in a few min- 
uies. Nothing else could be expected. 

“They could, however, be ‘kept in 
preper condition for a week by placing 
ther in water and standing the vase in 
the coolest part of a living roomn, Every 
duy half an inch of stems should be 
cut off in order to present a fresh suc- 
fon surface to the water. If this. pre- 
cuulion is neglected the stern becomes 
“logged with u glutinous matter some- 
thing like the gum that exudes from 
peach and cherry trees, the water in the 
Vuse, however pure, cannot be drawn 
up, and the leaves and flowers wither 
fu. lack of moisture.

Literary Geniuses Who Died Miserably 


That Ouida should have died as she 
did in poverty and loneliness, mm exile 
though a voluntary one, from 
of her birth, was an undoubtedly I 
ending to an exceptionally brillant ca- 
reer, Equa}ly sad has been the fate re 
scrved for some literary in the 
past, says London Tit-Bits. 

For instance, Richard Savage, the 
gifted poet, died in a debtor's prison 
ot Bristol, after enduring the pangs of 
semi-starvation for years. Chatterton, 
driven desperate through hunger, poi- 
soned himself at the age of 18. Swift 
died mad, as he had al! along predict- 
ed he would. 

Dr. Dodd, whose “Beauties of Shakes 
peare” is well known, was hanged for 
forgery. George Gissing, after suffering 
hardships that embittered his whole ex- 
istence died just as fame was begin- 
ning to be assured to him. 

Stow, the famous antiquarian, author 
c{ the “Survey of London,” became nN 
his ald age a licensed beggar, asking 
alins trom door to door “through thirty- 
Six counties.” Wycherley, from being 
the spoiled idol of society, fell to the 
lowest depths of destitution, and was 
eventually consigned to the Fleet Prison 
for debt, where he remained seven 
years. Cotf$n also spent many years 
ia a debtor’s prison, and eventually died 
there by his own hand. 

Rubert Burns, writing only fourteen 
days before his death. implored his 
friend Cunningham to use his influence 
with the Commissioners of Excise in 
order to get his salary raised from £35 
u year to £50, “otherwise, if I die not 
of disease, | must perish with hunger.’ 

Llorente, the learned and talented 
historiographer of the Inquisition, was 
glad during the close of his brilliant 
but unfortunate career to hire himself 
cut for a few sous a night to keep watch 
over the dead bodies at the Paris 
Morgue, and died eventually of starve- 
tion. Camoens begged his bread from 
door ¢2 door until] compelled to take 
refuge in an almshouse, where he died, 

It is told of Bén Johnson, that when 
in hig last illness King Charles sent 
hun a sina! sum of money he returned 
it “He sends me so miserable a dona- 
tion,” cried the dying poet, “because | 
am poor and live in dn alley. Go and 
teli him his soul lives in an alley.” 

Very sad was the fate of Ulrich von 
Hutten, one of the greatest writers Ger- 
iiany has ever produced. Unable to 
earn a living, he was reduced to tramp- 
ing through the country, begging food 
and shelter from the peasants. One 
bitter winter's night he was refused 
toth, and next morning was found froz- 
e. stiff and cold in the drifting snow 
cutside the village. “The only thing 
he died possessed of besides the rags 
he wore,” says his biographer, Zuin- 
glius, “was a pen.’ 

Saint-Simon, the celebrated French 
author, who wrote “The Reorganization 
of European Society,” was twice driven 
by want to atlempt his own life, and 
although he died a natural death in the 
end it was among the most lamentable 
surroundings. “For fifteen days,” he 
says, writing to a friend just before the 
end came, “I have lived upon bread and 
water, without a fire; I have even sold 
my clothes.” ,

: scientific management o 
the forests, some means must be put 
in operation for keeping the fires out 
of it, so that there may be some cer- 
tainty of our having @ forest to man- 
age. The amount of damage done to 
the forests by fires in times before any 
protective system wus established is 
a incalculable; it has often been 
said, and probably even falls short of 
the truth, that for every dollar’s worth 
of timber taken by the lumnbermen 
from the valley of the Ottawa river, one 
of Canada’s greatest lumbering districts, 
fires have destroyed ten dollars’ worth. 

Most in evidence is the destructioa 
done by “crown” fires, fires which get 
up into the foliage of the trees. In 
many tracts of the wooded districts of 
Canada mile after mile of country has 
been swept over by such a fire, and 
cf whatwas once a thrifty, green forest 
only blackened stumps and tree trunks 
remain. Sometimes the consequences 
are even more serious, and much life 
and property is destroyed. The Mira- 
michi, N. B., flre of October, 1825, de- 
stroyed 160 lives and a quarter of a 
million pounds sterling, in property; 
and two such fires in Wisconsin—the 
Peshtigo fire of 1871 and the Hinckley 
fire of 1894—were responsible for. the 
loss of 1,600 lives and many millions of 
dollars’ worth of property. 

A vast amount of loss is also done by 
“ground” and “surface” fires, fires 
which burn in the soil of the forest or 
run. along the surface and lick up the 
niead leaves and other debris of the 
fcrest. While not much timber is con- 
sumed by the fire itself, the fire dam- 
ages the bases and roots of the trees, 
end through the wounds thus made 
fungi gain entrance to the tree and 
cause’ the rotting of the wood. In parts 
ef the largest Dominion forest reserve 
(the Riding Mountain reserve, in Mani- 
toba), especially among the aspen or 
whie poplar, three out of every four 
trees are found to be damaged in this 
way. The area has been repeatedly 
burned over; the trees were thus wound- 
ed, the fungus spores gainei entrance 
and the above result followed. Insects 
may also gain access to the tree trunks 
in this way. 

In view of these facts the importance 
of fire protection in the forest can eas 
ily be realized. The great thing to be 
dene is to discover and put out the fire 
before it gets a start, and this ts the 
great aim of the fire patrol systems in- 
stituted by the Dominion and several 
«cf the Provincial Governments,

The strike situation, while not taken

Cobalt correspondent of the Globe. The 
mine owners formed an association re- 
cently with a strong executive board, 
and, while nothing definite has been 
learned of any action of the board, .4t 
ha: been reported that the members cf 
the board would be prepared to meet 
thes mainers in an adjustment that would 
be fair to both sides. This has been 
very favorably commented upon in the 
cummp, and it is hoped something will 
be done to prevent further labor trouble. 

The leasing system, if in operation on 
a number of properties, would help to 
clear up the labor question. Under the 
Jease system a bunch of miners often 
jcin together, working for themselves 
and getting 75 per cent., of the gross 
vulues of the ore mined and shipped, 
and the mine owner getting 25 per cent 
ciear, which in the average case '5 
greater than the profils made by the 
mines themselves. With a number of 
miners working on their own account 
they could work any number of hours 
they wish, so there need ‘be no fniction 
over the length of the working-day in 
the mine. It is calculated that the 
Nipissing property alone, with dts large 
acreage, is large enough if leases were 
given out to furnish work for. nearly 
as many miners as are now working 
at all the mines i nthe camp at present. 


ADVANTAGES OF LEASING SYSTEM. 


In support of the leasing system it 
nught be mentioned that in the aver- 
age case the lessor is himself @ prac- 
tical mining man, Who needs no suf- 
érintendent over hitn, and who general- 
ly does away wilh the ussay office and 
Other work which cost the average 
nuning company thousands of dallors 
per year. The Cobalt camp is spouken 
of by many practical mining men as 
Leing essentially a leasing camp, with 
its small, rich veins. It is already 4 
matter of record that in many other 
camps where high capitalization pre- 
vuils, as in the camp, when the curn- 
panies find they ure un to keep 
up the expenses of the m and divi- 
dends they lease even their stopes to 
contributors, who pay the companies a 
royally considered commensurate with 
the values of the ore being mined and 
the conditions under which the ore is 
being gotten out. Innumerable prac- 
tical mining men have commented 
favurably\ on the leasing systein.

The Divali-—or Feast of Lanterns— 
falls in Januliry; it is the Hindu New 
Year and is the great business feast, as 
it were; all books are balanced and ac- 
counts adjusted at this time. The tem- 
ples and houses are brilliantly lighted 
up and the women flock to the nearest 
water, where they set afloat little earth- 
em saucers filled with oil in which they 
place lighted wicks. 

Nag-panachami occurs in July-August. 
The monseon, or rainy season, is sup- 
posed to end with this feast, and it ts 
therefore more extensively celebrated 
in the coast districts than in the inland 
parts; it is the great holiday for fisher- 
men and seafearing folk generally. ‘The 
cobra is worshipped; offerings of milk 
are placed in shallow dishes in spots 
which these reptiles are known to 
haunt, while thousands of cocoanuls 
are thrown into the sea. - 

India is emphatically a land of idols;

Experiences Of Winter Travellers on 
Siberian Railway. 


When winter sels in udventures by 
rail are frequent and the process of 
“roughing it’ is trying. Often trains 
te snuwed up at little squalid stations 
ue the st4ppa, when the passengers 
con get nething but bluck bread und 
teu. For hours? Aye, and for days. It 
depends on the authorifies how long the 
i't starred travellers shall abide, writes 
a London Standard correspondent. 

This year numerous trains Were 
caught in the snow. almost buried there, 
and generally on the open steppe fifty 
or sixty miles from a lemon and a hun- 
dred miles from a beefsteuk.

The Oid Herring Foundry Destroyed. 
On Friday morning last about 11,30 
fire was discovered in the old) Herring 
foundry, next to the Gibbard Furni- 
ture Factory south of the canal, The 
fire started in’ that = portion of the 
building in which were stored 
Napanee Poultry Associations’ show 
coops and the inflamable nature of the 
coops made a blaze that in a few 
minutes drove the firemen out of the 
building and almost instantly fire ap- 
peared in the building from end toend. 
A considerable wind was blowing and 
awhurry call was sent for the whole 
available fire fighting appliances of the 
town, and the firemen were forced to 
leave the Herring building to its fate 
and turn their attention to saving the 
surrounding buildings. A dozen small 
fires could be counted on the surround- 
ing roofs at one Lime, and quick work 
Wiis necessary to save those buildings. 
Messrs) Dafoe and Waller's planing 
mill was in most danger as the press- 
ure from the water works was not 
suflicient to force a stream against the 
wind and reach the south end of the 
building where a small blaze was burn- 
ing merrily. However by climbing 
out on the roof a pail of water was 
poured on the spot: and quenched it 


forthe time being until steam was 
raised in the fire engine, when it 


furnished plenty of pressure to reach 
all parts of the buildings. The water- 
works power house roof and the roof 
of Man J. R. Datoe’s coal shed were also 
on fire once and all the storage sheds 
on the canal were on. fire more than 


once, Mr. W. J. Norimile’s shop was 
also oon fire once or twice and a 
thorough wetting Was necessary. 
Nothing remains of the Herring 


foundry except the stone walls anda 
few charred beams. The firemen were 
aided in their fight against the fire by 
a large number of citizens Who worked 
with a will, and helped the firemen to 
prevent what looked at one time like 
aldarge conthigration,

second fire was discovered on the roof 
of My. W. HH. Kelly’s residence, Centre 
street. Nota great deal of damage 
was done to the building, but = Mr. 
Kelly's household goods were badly 
ruined by water,
